linseed  oil  inventories 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  linseed  c'1 
for  defense,  for  private  account,  and  for 
export,  and  the  following  order  is  deemed 
necessary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
Interest  and  to  promote  the  national 
defense: 

§  1460.39  Limitations  on  inventories 
and  purchase  of  linseed  oil — (a)  Defini- 
tions. (1)  "Linseed  oil"  means  the  oil 
pressed,  expelled,  or  otherwise  extracted 
from  flaxseed,  whether  raw,  bodied,  or 
otherwise  processed. 

(2)  "Government  agency"  means  (i) 
the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States,  (ii)  the  War 
Food  Administration,  including  any  cor- 
porate agency  thereof,  (iii)  the  United 
States  Maritime  Commission,  (iv)  the 
War  Shipping  Administration,  and  (v) 
the  Veterans  Administration. 

(3)  "Exempt  use,"  with  respect  to 
linseed  oil,  means  linseed  oil  (i)  sold  to  a 
Government  agency,  or  (ii)  to  be  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  any  product  for 
delivery  to  a  Government  agency  pur- 
suant to  a  contract  with  such  agency 

(4)  "Inventory"  means  the  quantity 
of  linseed  oil  owned  by  any  person. 
Wherever  located,  excluding  linseed  oil 
held  to  fulfill  contracts  for  exempt  uses. 

(5)  "User"  means  any  person,  except 
a  Government  agency,  who  uses  linseed 
oil  in  the  manufacture  of  any  other 
product. 

(6)  "Shipping  unit"  means  the  single, 
segregate,  commercial  quantity  of  lin- 
seed oil  customarily  or  normally  shipped 
to  and  accepted  by  any  user  during  the 
six-month  period  immediately  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  order. 

(7)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(8)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Limitation  on  inventories.  No 
user  shall  accept  delivery  of  linseed  oil  in 
any  quantity  which  will  cause  his  inven- 
tory to  exceed  one-third  of  the  amount 
of  linseed  oil  used  by  him  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  quarter,  except  that  (1) 
any  user  may  accept  delivery  of  not  more 
than  five  drums  of  linseed  oil  in  any  cal- 
endar month,  and  (2)  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  (d)  hereof,  any  user  whose 
inventory  is  below  the  maximum  permit- 
ted under  this  order  may  accept  delivery 
of  one  shipping  unit  of  linseed  oil. 

(c)  Limitation  on  purchases  and  con- 
tracts to  purchase.  No  user  shall  pur- 
chase or  contract  to  purchase  linseed  oil 
in  any  quantity  which,  when  added  to 
his  inventory  and  to  all  quantities  of 


linseed  oil  contracted  for  future  delivery, 
will  exceed  the  amount  of  linseed  oil  used 
by  him  during  the  preceding  calendar 
quarter. 

(d)  Certificates.  (1)  No  person  shall 
deliver  linseed  oil  in  quantities  of  more 
than  five  drums  to  any  user  other  than  a 
Government  agency,  and  no  user  other 
than  a  Government  agency  shall  accept 
delivery  of  linseed  oil  in  quantities  of 
more  than  five  drums,  unless  the  person 
accepting  delivery  executes  and  fur- 
nishes to  his  supplier  a  certificate  in  the 
followins  form:

(2)  All  certificates  shall  be  retained  by 
the  supplier  for  delivery  to  the  Director 
upon  request.  No  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  rely  upon  any  such  certificate  if 
he  knows  or  has  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  it  to  be  false. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
production  of  and  transactions  in  linseed 
oil. 

(f)  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audits  or  inspections  of  the  books,  rec- 
ords and  other  writings,  premises  or 
stocks  of  linseed  oil  of  any  person,  and  to 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be  nec- 


essary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion, 
to  the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature  of 
the  relief  sought.  The  Order  Adminis- 
trator may  take  any  action  with  reference 
to  such  petition  which  is  consistent  with 
the  authority  delegated  to  him  by  the  Di- 
rector. If  the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  action  taken  by  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator, he  may,  by  request  ad- 
dressed to  the  Order  Administrator,  ob- 
tain a  review  of  such  action  by  the  Di- 
rector. After  said  review,  the  Director 
may  take  such  action  as  he  deems  appro- 
priate, which  action  shall  be  final. 

(i)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  linseed 
oil  Any  person  who  wilfully  violates 
any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of 
a  crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under 
any  and  all  applicable  laws.  Civil  action 
may  also  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 
liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  a  provision  of  this  order. 

(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  be  addressed 
to  the  Order  Administrator,  War  Food 
Order  No.  124,  Fats  and  Oils  Branch, 
Office  of  Marketing  Services,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

(1)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  shall 
apply  within  the  48  States  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.

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War  Pood  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-124. 

Because  of  existing  uneven  distribu- 
tion of  linseed  oil  among  users,  the  War 
Pood  Administration  has  issued  War 
Pood  Order  No.  124  limiting  individual 
inventories  to  V3  of  the  quantity  used  in 
the  previous  calendar  quarter. 

Exempt  from  provisions  of  the  order, 
effective  January  31, 1245,  is  the  quantity 
of  linseed  oil  to  be  delivered  to  a  Govern- 


ment agency  or  to  be  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  products  for  a  Government 
agency. 

The  order  requires  flaxseed  crushers 
to  obtain  from  users  with  each  delivery 
of  oil  a  certificate  stating  that  the  quan- 
tity being  accepted  is  within  the  terms  of 
the  order. 

In  addition  to  limiting  the  inventories, 
WFO  124  prohibits  users  from  purchas- 
ing or  contracting  to  purchase  linseed 
oil  beyond  a  90  days'  supply,  including 


existing  inventories  and  contracts  for 
future  delivery.  Ninety  days'  supply  is 
the  quantity  used  in  the  previous  calen- 
dar quarter. 

The  current  supply  of  linseed  oil  is  I 
short  this  year  because  the  1944  produc- 
tion of  flaxseed  is  less  than  50  percent 
of  the  quantity  produced  in  1943.  Con- 
gress recently  appropriated  $30,000,000 
to  encourage  increased  production  in 
1945,  but  any  increased  production  can- 
not be  realized  before  next  fall.

War  Pood  Order  No.  124  (10  P.R.  1362) 
is  amended  to  read  as  follows:

visions of  paragraph  (d)  of  this  order., 
any  user  whose  inventory  of  any  type  or 
grade  of  linseed  oil  is  below  the  maxi- 
mum permitted  under  this  order  may 


accept  delivery  of  one  shipping  unit  of 
such  type  or  grade  of  linseed  oil. 

(c)  Limitation  on  purchases  and  con 
tracts  to  purchase.  No  user  shall  pur- 
chase or  contract  to  purchase  linseed  oil 
in  any  quantity  which,  when  added  to 
his  total  inventory  of  linseed  oil  and  to 
all  quantities  thereof  contracted  for  fu- 
ture delivery,  will  exceed  the  aggregate 
amount  of  linseed  oil  used  by  him  during 
the  preceding  calendar  quarter. 

(d)  Certificate.  (1)  No  person  shall 
deliver  linseed  oil  in  quantities  of  more 
than  5  drums  in  any  calendar  month  to 
any  user  except  a  Government  agency, 
and  no  user  other  than  a  Government 
agency  shall  accept  delivery  of  linseed  oil 
in  quantities  of  more  than  5  drums  in  any 
calendar  month,  unless  the  person  ac- 
cepting delivery  executes  and  furnishes 
to  his  supplier  a  certificate  in  the  fol- 
lowing form:

the  period  from  the  effective  date  of  this 
amendment  to  May  31,  1945.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-124  Amendment  1. 

War  Food  Order  124  (Linseed  Oil  In- 
ventories) Amended.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration has  amended  War  Food  Or- 
der No.  124  to  permit  users  of  linseed  oil 
greater  flexibility  in  their  operations  by 
basing  inventory  limitations  on  the  quan- 
tity of  oil  on  hand  by  types  rather  than 
by  the  aggregate  total. 


Under  the  amendment,  effective  April 
24,  1945,  individual  users  may  accept  de- 
livery of  each  type  of  the  oil  (raw,  boiled, 
blown,  alkali  refined,  otherwise  refined, 
and  polymerized)  up  to  the  equivalent  of 
one-third  (Y3)  of  the  quantity  of  that 
type  used  in  the  previous  calendar  quar- 
ter. The  original  order  prohibited  ac- 
ceptance of  any  type  as  long  as  the  ag- 


gregate total  of  all  types  was  in  excess 
of  the  30-day  limitation. 

The  amendment  also  changed  the  cer- 
tification provision  of  the  order  by  in- 
serting a  requirement  that  users  certify 
(before  accepting  delivery  of  oil)  whether 
they  are  subject  to  WFO  42a  or  WFO  42b 
and.  if  so,  whether  they  have  filed  Form 
42-1  as  required  by  the  orders.

War  Food  Order  No.  124,  as  amended 
(10  P.R.  4287),  is  further  amended  as 
follows: 

1.  By  adding  immediately  after  para- 
graph (a)  (9)  the  following  new  para- 
graph : 

(10)  "Current  rate  of  consumption", 
as  determined  on  any  particular  date, 
means  (i>  the  amount  of  linseed  oil  of 
a  specific  type  or  grade  used  during  the 
90-day  period  immediately  prior  to  such 
date,  or  (ii)  the  amount  thereof  used  dur- 
ing the  90-day  period  immediately  fol- 
lowing such  date.

42a.  Those  consumers  not  subject  to 
WFO  42a  may  own  12  months'  supply, 
based  on  their  use  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1945.

Summary  to  WFO-124  Amendment  3 

Users  of  linseed  oil  are  limited  to  a 
four-month  inventory  under  Amendment 
3  to  WFO-124,  announced  today  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Under  the  amendment  no  user  may 
purchase  or  contract  to  purchase  linseed 
oil  in  any  quantity  which,  when  added 


to  his  physical  inventory,  will  exceed  a 
four-month  supply. 

Amendment  2  which  has  been  in  effect 
since  September  1945  permitted  pur- 
chases or  contracts  to  purchase  in  an 
amount  which,  when  added  to  physical 
inventory,  did  not  exceed  a  12  months 
supply.  The  longer  contract  position  in 
Amendment  2  was  made.to  permit  crush- 
ers to  operate  more  normally  in  their 
sales  of  linseed  oil  during  the  seasonal 


harvesting  period  that  starts  in  August 
and  September.  As  the  bulk  of  the  1945 
flaxseed  crop  has  been  sold  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  make  long  term  contracts 
to  dispose  of  the  balance. 

This  move  to  revert  back  to  a  smalle] 
inventory  and  future  contract  positior 
will  help  obtain  a  wider  distribution  o:
